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Theatre Arts is currently preparing its major production 
of the year, a staging of premiere performances of 
choreography by the prominent local dancers Ruth 
Solomon, Byron Wheeler, and Tandy Beal. A previously 
performed work by Kelly Holt, a Cleveland based dancer 
who has given the piece to Solomon and Wheeler, 
and a Tandy Beal theater piece which she danced in debut 
in 1974, will also be presented. The Winter Dance Concert 
will run four nights, Thursday through Sunday (March 4, 5, 
6, 7) commencing at 8 p.m. in the Performing Arts Concert 
Hall. 

All three of the featured dancers have performed 
nationally and internationally and have toured with such 
first-rate companies as those of Alwin Nikolais, Jean Erd- 
man, and Donald McKayle. Tandy Beal’s career was briefly 
outlined in a Press Faculty Profile (Feb. 12 issue). She 
teaches at UCSC and Cabrillo College and is co-director of 
TANDY BEAL AND COMPANY which has recently begun 
a six-week tour of California. 

Ruth Solomon is the director of the dance program at 
UCSC and founder of the nationally recognized UCSC 
Summer Dance Theater Institute. Byron Wheeler is a 
’ dance teacher at UCSC and a frequent collaborator and 
performance partner with Solomon. They will be 
appearing together throughout the state during May and 
June under a UC Regents Creative Arts Fellowship. 

In addition to these three dancers, 27 students who have 
come from as far east as Ohio to study with them will be

performing in the premiere performances. |, 

For the Winter Dance Theater Concert, Tandy Beal has 
created a whimsical, untitled piece for eight dancers and ‘‘a 
cast of thousands.” Structured on a score written by 
Eberhardt Weber, it is a showcase for the Choreographer's 
experimentation with non-linear line and multiple levels of 
reality, placing ‘the everyday moment’ side by side with 
“the theatrical moment.” 

A second premiere work will be Ruth Solomon’s trio, “A 
Room of One’s Own." This theater piece has been 
developed around a taped collage of music and spoken 
lines, created by Ms. Solomon and composers David 
Erickson and Victor Spiegel. 

Ruth Solomon has_ also _ re-choreographed 
“Shakedown, a group work for 11 dancers, which, in 
earlier version (entitled ‘‘Gangbusters’’), was performed as 
part of the UCSC Summer Dance Theater Institute concert 
in 1975. Contrasting sound and silence, darkness and light, 
“Shakedown” focuses on attempts at communication 
through manipulation and body language. It is danced to 
taped excerots from a composition by Gordon Mumma, 
UCSC professor of music, and to “live” interpretations on 
French horn by Eli Hollander, assistant professor of theater 
arts at UCSC. 

: Byron Wheeler's new piece is ‘‘Fantasy Variations,’’ an 
impressionistic, non-narrative dance which creates images 
of interaction among fantasy creatures of the forest. 
Performed to a score composed by Michael Coigrass, it 


features nine dancers and incorporates a solo, ‘‘At the 
Edge,’ danced by choreographer Wheeler. The solo is 
performed to Korean composer Kil-Sun Oak’s com- 
position, ‘‘Amorphosis.”’ 

Collaborating with the choreographers on the Winter 
Dance Theater Concert are scenic designer Norvid Roos 
and: costume designer Elaine Yokoyama. Technical 
direction and lighting are under the supervision of Tom 
Corbett, assisted by Jack Neveaux. Cosponsors of the 
event are UCSC’s Theater Arts Board and College Five. 

Admission to the concert is $1.50, general, and $1, 
students. Advance tickets are available at UCSC’s Campus 
Activities Office, (408) 429-GATE, and at the Santa Cruz 
Box Office in downtown Santa Cruz, (408) 427-1984.

UCSC students who signed “An 
Open Letter to Chancellor 
Christensen”’: 

Thank you for your letter to 
Chancellor Christensen 
regarding shortages of space, 
equipment, faculty, and 
recognition in the field of Theater 
Arts. These are clearly needs 
which have repeatedly been 
expressed by the Board and the 
Division of Humanities, and, 
although they have been con- 
sidered often, they will continue 
to be closely considered. 

Indeed, some of the needs have 
been responded to within the 
seriously constrained available 
resources. To be sure, the space 
and equipment problems have not 
been adequately met, although 
small advances have been and will 
continue to be made, even though 
the University as a whole is not 
able to increase capacity space 
due to State rulings. In regard to 


faculty, the number has nearly | 


doubled (from 7 to 13) and the 
FTE provisions have increased 


from 2.92 to 6.74 since 1970-71. In _ 


support funds for instruction and 
research, allocations for Theater 
Arts programs have _ increased 
across the same years from some 
$16,000 in 1970-71 to nearly 
$45,000 in 1974-75. | am unsure

The Black Student's Alliance of 
UC Santa Cruz views the actions 
taken by a few individuals at the 
Student Body President's Council 
on Feb. 13 as only the latest move 
undertaken in the past six years in 
a concerted effort to ignore and - 
suppress the interests of black 
students at UC Santa Cruz. 


Contrary to popular belief, the 
main issue was, and is, the stating 
of grievances against a particular 
administrator, and not a_black- 
chicano conflict as certain people 
would like to insinuate. Also, the 
problems faced by blacks at 
UCSC are potential problems, if 
not present ones, for Asians, 
Chicanos, and native Americans 
in general at UC Santa Cruz. 
Furthermore, the position paper 
submitted by these individuals at 
the Student Body President's 
Council meeting was irrelevant as 
far as blacks were concerned for it 
failed to address the main issues 
as outlined in the Black Student's 
Coordinating Council of the 
University of California on the 
status of blacks at UCSC. 

Though the position paper 
stated the blacks were receiving 
loan monies and_ outside 
scholarships in their Financial Aid 
packages, that doesn’t obscure 
the fact that Blacks, Asians, and 
Native Americans are sorely

Carlos Norena is _ currently 
Professor of Philosophy at UCSC. 
As such he teaches the thoughts 
and ideas of those people in our 
history who have tried to un- 
derstand and_ explain’ the 
processes governing thought and 
conduct, and the principles that 
regulate the universe in which we 
exist. Norena is a bit wary of 
philosophy outside the context of 
history, however, and strives for a 
merger of the two, both in his 
research and teaching. He regards 
himself more as a student and 
teacher of the history of ideas 
Strictly of philosophy. 

Norena’s background _ in 
education is quite broad. The list 
of his graduate work ranges from 
his earliest M.A. degrees in 
Classics and Philosophy obtained 
in his native Spain, through post 
graduate studies in Japanese and 
Japanese culture in Tokyo. 
Norena later returned to Europe to 
earn M.A. degrees in Theology 
and Law in Germany, and do 
more post graduate work in 
British Constitutional Law in 
Dublin. In 1967 he was awarded a 
Ph.D. in Philosophy from the 
University of California at San 


Diego. Norena has taught Latin 
aid Greek, Spanish Literature, 
Theology, and Philosophy at 
universities in Spain, Japan and 
the U.S., and speaks or reads nine 
languages. 

Bringing this background to 
bear on his current endeavors, 
Norena has produced two books 
over the past five years with a 
third in progress. They are rather 
specialized, scholarly volumes 
dealing with small chapters in the 
world’s history of ideas, yet their 
importance cannot be un- 
derestimated. His most recently 
published work, * for example, 
bears the title Studies in Spanish 
Renaissance Thought, and is an 
attempt to bring inté true per- 
spective Spain’s role in the in- 
tellectual life and spirit of the 
Renaissance, which has been 
clouded over the years by its 
intellectual ostracism from the 
rest of Europe. Norena shows that 
this .ostracism was not due to 
Spain's lack of intellectual vitality, 
but rather to the overwhelming 
religious and political censorship 
of that period. The book contains 
four essays by Norena, each 
focusing on a different aspect of 
Spanish intellectual life in the 16th 
century.

the nature of the discipline that no 
matter what point in history one is 
studying, the questions are 
essentially the same. It is how one 
studies, and how one applies the 
answers arrived at that are im- 
portant, and become a reflection 
of that time in history. 

An example of this, Norena 
points out, is the modern 
analytical philosophy so prevalent 
today. It attempts to deal with the

questions by limiting them to 
what the thinkers know they can 
answer. The spirit of the study is 
very technical and dry in Norena’s 
view, leaving out much of what is 
human — 
essential — in this very human 
endeavor. He believes that as time 
goes on the limits will be 
forgotten and philosophers will 
once again address themselves to 
the human condition in its en- 
tirety. When that time comes, this 
period in the philosophical history 
of ideas, he feels, may be looked 
back on with little interest, as 
there is little in it to interest and 
affect most of the millions of 
human beings living in the world. 

Norena, who has been at Santa 
Cruz since 1967, enjoys both the 
research he is doing and _ his 
teaching role, which consists 
primarily of elucidating the ideas 
of the great individual thinkers 
themselves.

Jean Joreski, head evaluator in 
the Admissions Office, is op- 
timistic about the reorganization.

Call 
us back in six months and we will 
let you know.” 


Everyone involved in the 
situation is hopeful about the 
direction of the change but is 
quick to point out that the 
problem is far from being solved 
completely. Ossalaer assures, 
“that there will be an on-going 
examination of the whole 
structure. The best avenue of 
approach will in time become 
apparent. We should give this 
structure about six months and 
then take a hard look and see if 
there is a better way to go.” 


Of pressing concern for 
everyone involved is the present 
backlog of applications that have 
been accumulating since late 
November. The processing of 
application is, of course, crucial to 
the life of the University. 

Arrangements are now being 
formulated to deal with the ap- 
plication backlog. Evaluators will 
be working overtime and, _ if 
needed, additional clerical aid will 
be brought in. These measures 
will require additional funding and 
Ossalaer is currently looking into 
additional funding sources. 


The Admissions office staff is 
reluctant to predict success: 
“We'll do the best we can; un- 
fortunately, that may not be 
enough. There will be difficulties. 
Our Fall applications will probably 
be offered in May.” 


Because the application 
evaluators are highly _ trained 
individuals, mere clerical aid may 
not be enough. Plans are being 
formulated to utilize the Ad- 
missions facilities of UC Riverside 
as back-up measure in case the 
work here is not completed in

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TRUFFAUT’S ADELE FH.’

The Story of Adele H. isn't as 
conventionally likeable a film as 
Truffaut’s last big hit Day for 
Night. \t is, however, at least as 
good — if not better. The film is 
less beguiling, and Truffaut 
doesn’t use as many of those 
clever little comedic “touches” 
which are always so self- 
consciously winsome. You don't 
feel, as in Day for Night, that a 
charming manner is being used 
to pretty-up substance which is 
basically routine. Ade/e H. has a 
good subject and Truffaut deais 
with it directly and well, without 
trying to mold it into a shape that 


would be appealing and. ac- . 


ceptable in the usual predictable 
ways. 

The film is about the ob- 
sessional love of Adele Hugo, 
daughter of author Victor Hugo 
for a British lieutenant named 
Pinson. Her love for him is 
constant and intense, thriving 
despite a total lace of en- 
couragement or reciprocation. 


‘ Adele H. opens in Halifax, Nova 


Scotia (where Pinson is 


stationed). Adele has followed , 
him there from France. She sends ' 


him letters, which he refuses to 
acknowledge, and tries to see 
him. When they finally meet, he 
tells her that he doesn’t love her. 
Undeterred, she follows him 
through the streets. Adele offers 
to pay off his gambling debts, 
using money which her parents 
have wired her from France, and 
even pays for a streetwalker for 
him to use. When Pinson’s 
uniform jacket returns from the 
cleaners, he finds the pockets 
stuffed with notes which she has 
scrawled. Adele shows Pinson a 
letter from her parents officially 
consenting to their marriage 
(which she has obtained only 
after months of pleading), to 
which he replies that a marriage

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between them would be im- 
possible and, even if it were 
possible, he wouldn't want one. 
Not put off by this, she writes 
back to her parents that the 
marriage will indeed take place. 
(They only find out the truth of 
the matter when, after Pinson’s 
superior officer reads an an- 
nouncement of the marriage in 
the papers, Pinson writes them 
about his true response to the 
proposal.) 

Nothing keeps Adele from 
following her obsession to its 
furthest limits. When Pinson is 
transferred to Barbados, she 
goes there too. She ends up 
almost completely out of her 
mind, wandering in a _ daze 
through the streets and calling 
herself Mrs. Pinson. Pinson finds 
her in this state, but since she 
has become so completely im- 
mersed in this folie, he is only of 
peripheral interest to her and she 
doesn’t even recognize him. 


It's easy for one to become 
quite angry at what goes on in 
Adele H. Emotions like those 
portrayed seem completely alien 
to modem sensibilities. They 
appear odd and artificial, despite 
any reassurances that they are 
based on fact. At least they aren't 
treated with condescension or 
easy appeals to pity for the film's 
protagonist. Truffaut and his co- 
scripters Jean Gruault and 
Suzanne Schiffman keep Adele at 
a firm middle-distance, refusing 
to seduce the audience into an 
easy sympathy. One watches, 
instead, with a sort-of horrified 
fascination the spectacle of 
Adele literally throwing away her 
life for a man who is manifestly 
unworthy. Adele H. is entirely 
made up of this spectacle, the 
strangeness of which is of central 
importance to the film. Truffaut 
treats Adele with the same 
puzzled wonderment that he had 
for the small boy in The Wid

The company was_ originated 
seven months ago by Sherry 
Enenstein, Martha Kalman, and 
Gretchen Harding. 


Sherry Enenstein has taught, 
performed, and choreographed 
dance for several years both here 
in Santa Cruz and in New York 
City.

Moreau, she has a knack for 
making emotions strikingly 
visible in her face. She has quite 
a presence, and it fills the film. 
There are other roles in Adele H. 
which are nicely handled (Bruce 
Robinson as Pinson, Sylvia 
Marriott as Adele’s landlady, 
Joseph Blatchley as a friendly 
bookseller), but Adjani’s is the 
only characterization of any

Insurance Profits 


Insurance companies have two 
main sources of income. The first 
is from underwriting — that is, 
from the basic business of issuing 
policies, collecting premiums, and 
paying out claims. If the premium 
revenue exceeds the cost of 
paying claims, of setting aside 
money for claims the company 
knows it will have to pay in the 
future, the firm has made an 
underwriting profit. 

The company, meanwhile, 
invests its cash, hoping to earn 


companies are eager to add to 
their malpractice business, so that 
competition is not very acute. But 
the state insurance commissioner 
is still empowered to see that 
rates are reasonable and com- 
pensatory — that is, that the 
company is not charging too 
much or too little. Regulators do 
not want companies to un- 
dercharge because the final result 
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would be bankruptcy, leaving 
policyholders without the 
protection they had paid for. 
Subsequently, the increased rates 
on premiums, coupled with a rise 
in the willingness of patients to 
sue and the increasing size of jury 
awards have all led to the current 
Crisis.

When the new rates took effect 
last year, the doctors took a turn 
for the worse and rapidly became 
radicalized, with anesthesiologists 
generally leading the way and 
withholding their services in non- 
emergency cases. Groups of 
physicians roamed the Capitol 
pleading their case, just as farm 
workers were doing at the same 
time and as welfare recipients had 


been doing for a decade. The 
doctors had taken the offensive 
against the lawyers by circulating 
initiative petitions designed to 
reduce the incentive for lawyers 
to handle malpractice cases. 
Bumper stickers began appearing 
in hospital parking lots with the 
message SICK? CALL YOUR 
LAWYER. While an attorney now 
might receive one-third of any 
affirmative verdict, the initiative 
would guarantee that the plaintiff 
get at least 90 percent of any 
award. The result was a flurry of 
legislative activity and 
negotiations between Assembly 
Speaker Leo McCarthy and 
medical and insurance 
representatives to find fast relief 
from what the physicians 


diagnosed as acute price- 


gouging.

Brown to the Rescue? 


To speed recovery, pressure 
mounted on Governor Brown) to 
call a special session of the 
Legislature last May. Brown, at 
first, downplayed the urgency of 
the case while calling on the 
principals to come up with a 
solution. Brown finally declared a 
special session to commence in 
late May and personally offered a 
no band-aid approach. 

Brown’s recommendation to 
the Legislature at that time in- 


‘cluded revamping the Board of 


Medical Examiners and the 
proposed creation of a ‘medical 
Peace Corps” to provide medical 
care where it is now absent. He 
also thought the board should 
address the problem of evening 
the distribution: of physicians 
around the state. The Brown 
reform plan would also extend to 
hospital rates, bed capacity, and 
use of medical facilities. He asked 
the lawmakers to create a 
voluntary system of binding 
arbitration to settle malpractice 
claims, set a ‘‘reasonable” limit on 
lawyer's contingency fees, and 
also limit compensation for ‘pain 
and_ suffering,” while backing 
‘fully compensated’ medical 
costs and loss of income due to 
injury. 
One More Time 


The Legislature was never able 

to reach agreement on the 
governor's proposal. Thus, in late 
December, Brown presented a 
new plan where a state-run pool 
would offer low cost insurance, 
with the stipulation that doctors 
participate in a medical peace 
corps and treat more Medi-Cal 
patients. Two days after Brown 
announced his program, the 
doctor's slowdown began _in 
Southern California. 

Under terms of Brown's 
proposal (AB 2939), which is 
sponsored by Assemblyperson 
Howard Berman of Los Angeles, 


the initial average annual premium . 


would be $4,000. (The current 
average charged by Traveler's 
Insurance Company is $13,580, a 
327% rate hike over last year.) But 
by 1969, however, the average 
charge under the governor's plan 
would reach $20,000 ($13,000 in 
1976 dollars): These increases, 
which doctors resist, would be a

of-living increases plus an added 
annual hike of 15%. The intent is 
to prevent the pool, which would 
be wholly financed by doctor 
premiums, from running in the red 
and having to turn to taxpayers 
for a subsidy. The Brown/Berman 
proposal is still pending legislative 
action and must be viewed as a 
temporary measure since many 
basic tenets regarding health care 
are avoided by the bill and its 
sponsors. 

The governor's retreat on the 
‘‘medical Peace Corps’ provision 
(where doctors would give 20 
days of free or reduced-cost 
medical program for the poor will 
now be left in the hands of 
medical quality review com- 
mittees which the bill would 
establish. Doctors, however, in 
each area’ where one of the 
fourteen such committees would 
operate, could by majority vote 
veto any plan developed. There is, 
however, a clause which permits 
the state’s Department of 
Consumer Affairs to obtain an 
injunction if committees failed to 
develop a workable plan. The 
governor could have insisted on a 
quid pro quo in return for state 
subsidization of insurance. In a 
January-6 news conference, the 


responsibility .to the taxpayers 
does not permit me to. provide a 
subsidy to one class of people 
(physicians)...We need an_ in- 
tegrated program whereby 
doctors make a compensating 
contribution to the welfare of the 
people...If the people are going to 
pay a tax subsidy or some 
variance of that idea, then the 
doctors ought to be willing to 
discharge their obligations to 
serve the Medi-Cal population and 
offer help in areas of the stata that 
are not served by physicians.’” 

While the Brown/Berman 
proposal yields a transient ap- 
peasement of the crisis, it 
neglects several essential 
questions. The bill lacks any 
measures designed for the 
medical profession to police its 
ranks nor does it provide relief for 
internists and general’ prac- 
titioners who rarely have 
malpractice suits against them. 
They are being forced to pay 
higher rates simply because of the 
increased amount of suits against 
surgeons. 
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
